For yours it lius been universally' be- 


lieved that tho direct lino of the "Lit- 
tlc^orpoifH" became extinct in the 
person of the unt'ortu-mto prince, and, 
although various rumors relative tp n 
secret imirriago were prevalent at the 
time of his decease, they were generally 
regarded us the' creations of an idle 
brain. 
Kvcnts which have subsequent- 


ly transpired give these reports a sem- 
blance of truth, and, to render them still 
more plausible', it is a well-known fact 
that tho late Emperor of the Wrench 
spared neither expense nor labor in 
forming a complete collection of the 
correspondence and private papers of 
11 Ic Jils da Vhommv" 


It appears, however, that these wri- 


tings wore not tho only links which 
united the present with tho past; 'for, 
in tho summer of 187], an individual 
who bore nil extremely striking likeness 
to tho Bonaparte family, made his up- 
pcarunco at.Ischl, and wns lined by the 
.district court and expelled from the 
Austrian dominions for having made 
HU objectionable entry in his "wander: 
book1'—a Bort of .journeyman's pass- 
port. 
Ho was a tailor by trade, and, 


for several years previous lo this occur- 
rence, had been living at Wurzon, in 
tho kingdom of Saxony, and also at 
Stuttgardt, under tho 
nutne of Carl 


Gustavo Lndwig, and in both oi these 
places ho had distinguished himself by 
his diligence, skill, and modesty. 
His 


intimate Hoquainttuiees affirmed ihul, in 
spite of his humble occupation, ho had 
always asserted his claim to the name 
and title of Prince Joseph Eugene Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, and according to his 
own account, it would socm as jf he was 
an issue of » secret marriage of the Duke 
ol'Ileichsiadtvilh a Ilungaiian countess 
lie stated that, when quite young, his 
mother,was irfdncod by Prince Motlcr- 
nich to'tippronwco him to a tailor in' 
Wurzoii mimed ,,Lcdwig, as a means of 
getting rid of him, und in order ^to fa- 
eilitato her second marriage in Saxony. 
As a further proof of his origin, ho, de- 
clared that there was an author living 
at Leipsic, but formerly a Hungarian 
officer', who'had becrt a -witness to the 
marriage, and who would, if it became 
necessary for him 'to make known his 
rank and title, supply him with the re- 
quisite documents in order to compel 
the countess to recognize his birth and 
parentage. Alter leaving iStmttgnrdt, he 
traveled thiongh Germany, Switzerland 
and a part of Austria, earning his live- 
lihood as a tailor, and maintaining his 
claim to n. princely rank, bnt'iidvor at- 
tempting to obtain money or credit by 
it. 
On rotijniing to Ktntlgardt, in No- 


vember, of the same year, he found that 
hii conviction and punishment'had been 
mentioned in the papers of that place, 
and ho accordingly published an expla- 
nation in tho tturger Xritimg, in which 
ho itllirmed that, ho was not punished 
for claiming 
his mi|i\c and title, his 


right to which the court of Fschl had in 
no wise disputed, but merely for writ- 
ing it of his own accord in his passport 
before he hull succeeded in establishing 
his identity belbre'a court of law. ' The 
reputed prince is still living, and the 
Cnm*,—one of the leading newspapers 
infionilnny,—in "" article written ut 
tho lim'c, Matt", that only docs bo bear 
n good character for 
his steadiness and
